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This is filed in response to the Notice of Allowance and Fee(s) Due, mailed on 
6/01/2004 relating to the above captioned case. 

In his statements of reasons for allowance the examiner has objected to the figures. 
Specifically the examiner finds the chemical names (+)- 4S-limonene and (-)-4S-limonene as 
recited in Figure 3, confusing, and indicates that one of the names should indicate an "R" 
configuration. Applicants appreciate the examiner's confusion but suggest that the inaccuracy 
lies in the use of both the +/- notation in combination with the R/S notation. Either one or the 
other should have been used. Applicants have corrected Figure 3 to indicate (+)- 4-limonene 
and (-)-41imonene. 
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
